NOTICE OF OPPORTUNITY TO CORRECT DEFICIENCIES

The Arizona Department of Environmental Quality (ADEQ) has reason to believe that the above referenced facility has failed to meet a

requirement of the Arizona Revised Statutes (A.R.S.), a rule within the Arizona Administrative Code (A.A.C.), or an applicable permit/

license, as listed below.

The purpose of this document is to provide notice that ADEQ believes a violation of an environmental requirement has occurred.

Additionally, it provides opportunity to: (1) request a meeting with ADEQ and discuss the facts surrounding the violation; (2) demonstrate

to ADEQ that no violations have occurred; or (3) document that the violations have been corrected.

Within calendar days of the date of this Notice, please submit documentation to the ADEQ contact above demonstrating that no
violation has occurred or documentation that the alleged deficiency has been corrected. Acceptable documentation includes, but is not
limited to photographs, receipts, standard operating procedures, and/or relevant logs.

Once ADEQ has received the requested documentation, the case will be closed and a letter will be issued stating that the agency will
take no further action as a result of this inspection.
